cratic state convention is more tbau the 
annaal political Derby. It may bo a 
reoocd-bieaker in other respects, but 
there U no donbt about it being <rf the 
hi^iit grade in Bonrbon bittemen. 

Th* delegates from the U oon- 
gressioQal districts met at 10 a. m. to 
choose tlieir respective oMmberaibr the 
different comuiittucd. Every place on 
each committee was shui-ply contented 
especisUy tliose for tlie cuuniiuti es on 
resolutions, rules uud order ol' business. 
The control ot the latter couimittce 
wan wanted by tlie Hai din or silver men 
80 tliat nonuuatious would precede the 
wdoptiou of the platform. The "sound 
money" men, Viijo tavn»<i Clay for 
fcovenior, wuuttxi tlie plutlorm adopted 
first so that i!i t)ie tivem of tlie uomina- 
tioB of Geu» r;d Hyrdin, who i.s for free 
<;oi«age, the latter could not iiirtueiu'o 
Ih'e connmtteo in training a platform to 
>uit hi.s views for unlimited cuiuagi'. 
•tieueial Ilaidln has been co-operatii g 
with Beuator Blackburn in all the pre- 
liminary skirmi>-hiux. 

There was j double contest iu select- 
ing members ot the committee on reso- 
lutions. Fir.it. both the silver and the 
gold men w>int('d to get a majority of 
the memlHTs an as to have their respect- 
ive views incorporated into the phit- 
ti.irm. Second, iSeuator Joe Blackburn 
and ex Ojvernor J. B. McCreury, both 
candidates for the beuatorship, were 
running their tirst heut in competing 
for the chairmanship of the committee 
on resolutions. The senator8hip was 
iavoh<ed io the ooutrol of the cunven> 
tion oaore thau tl^e jmrentorship or any 
of .the state oflloea. ^w'. other candi- 
dates for senator were ex-Uovernor 
Buokner and Ooveruor Brown. Black- 
bnm and Brown are for free silver; Mc- 
Creary and Backner are against it. All 
Wf re on the ground watching chances. 

The state oowmittee did not select 
the temporajcy ofidcei:tU bat the conven- 
tion was iu taehandi«f Chairman J. D. 
'CozToll 0^ tl|e statf gowi; 'tcee till it 
•elected j» iManporaer oh«ir»au, for 
which positi w the nlTer men wanted 
MdfVinmalif BMlSOrrAUKl the sound 
money man wantadL OapgitMniAa W< 
J. Stone. As th«<aturiHMiMC. winon 
veution appointed two members at 
large of th« committee on reaolntions 
^no on all other comiuitteee there waa 
a vei7 hot light foi; the presiding inBL- 
oer, and the ootuerrutiTes had no hear- 
iltg 7«esda7 eu their plan to livide the 
members at large of the oommittees, 
eaoh tide getting one member. This 
woakUeave the contest to the 11 con 
gresatonol districts as to who controlled 
^the oOTumittees, bat neither side womd 
listM to tlie oouserrutives. It was evi' 
deut llom the start that each side 
woold tuke everything it could get and 
give AO qnurter to opponents. 

Some of the deleguuon meetings last 
ed till noon, when it was announced 
that the convention would assemble a 
onoe. The silver men wci-o very mnun 
excited and charged trickery in tlie 
selection ot membem of the oommittees 
in 8uin« disuiote. The hottest dght 
was in the beveutb congressional dis 
triet where Senator Blaukbnrn was 
beaten lor member of the committee on 
reBoiations by Professor Arthur Yeager, 
the ineud of iSecretary Carlisle. The 
delegates from that district wei-o large 
ly for honest money and tae admiuis 
tTMtiun, lucludiag tlie eudui-semeut of 
CJeveJanu and Carlisle by name, but 
Blackburn liad hoped to get the support 
ol personal irienda whO QppOi^JllB free 
Biivex Views.

As txx)u as the district meetings were 
over tu« delegates ttixjked to Music Hall 
which was p.icked long before 
o'clock. Promptly at noon the Demo- 
cratic state convention was called to 
Older b>- Cluiirmau CairoU, when Hev. 
Charles A.. iieuipniU ot the First Pres- 
bytenun churcii, lx)uiHvillo, offered 
prayer. Chairman J. D. Ciuroll oi the 
state conuiattee spoke at length on the 
preliminary oanvaes of the convention, 
the new issues, the lenill of the last 
election and the proepeotitf tbepMld- 
ing campaign. 

The elect am of a temporary ohairman 
was anuoQiiced us the tirst thing in or- 
der when some time was cousamod in 
clearing the aisles of intruders so the 
delegates ooald be seated. . 

The names of ez-Congremman W. ». 
fitoneand Jadge W. H. Beokner were 
presented for temporary chairmen 
when the roll of 1 19 counties waa called. 
The roUcall had not proceeded far 
when Chairman Carroll ruled that in- 
stmotious were matter* for delegates to 
aettle with their ooustitueBta, and that 
the votes would he counted aa an- 
nounced by the ohairmen of eonuty 
delegations.

As the combination of Hardin f<jr 
governor and the silverites supported 
iieckner and the combination of Clay 
for governor and the "soimd money 
men" supported Stone, the result of the 
selection of temporary chairman was 
received witn cheers as a direct advan- 
tage for Hardin and indirectly an ad- 
vantage for the silver men who had 
been beaten during the forenoon in the 
district meeting. 

On Bunmiug the ohair Judge Beck- 
MT delivered an eloqoetit admreai and 
assured all that he re p weented no faa- 
tion and would rule With impartiality. 
He plead for harmoay. That part of 
the address relating to the flnancial 
question was not displeasing to the 
"sound money men" and not tutogether 
■ati8factoi7 to the free coinage men. 
:r Messrs. William Cromwell. J. E. 
Stone and J. K. Schroder were elected 
secretaries when the congressional dis- 
tricts were caUad f|r yemberi of the 
committee. 

When the Second district was cane<i 
W. T. Ellis declined to serve and Sena- 
tor J. C S. Blackburn was announce ! 
as the member of the committee on res- 
olutions f(jr that district. Mr. Ellis had 
given SeuMtor Biackburu his prft.xy im- 
mediately after the latter was beaten in 
the Seventh district. The Second dis- 
trict MBKoved of the action of Mr. 
Ellis. 

In appointing the members at larg^- 
on the committees, Chairman beckner 
divided them equally. On resolutions 
Senator William Liudsay, i.:oki, and J. 
D. (Jlardy, silver, were uppoiuted, so 
that they do not utiect the complexion 
of the committee. 

At 2:30 p. m. the convention took a 
recess to 8 p. m. 

On reasseiabling at S p. m., the ^oxes 
at Music Hall were filled with ladies in 
brilliant dress and the rush lor the gal- 
leries was even greater than during the 
day. The heat made the hall almost 
aneudurablc. 

A resoluliou denouncing the Ameri- 
can Protective association was ottered 
and a commotion caused byeCorteto 
adopt it without refeieoo*. Theraeo- 
lution was i*eferred. 

The committee on permanent organi- 
aatiun reported Congressman A. S. 
Berry for permanent :hainnan and 
other offloers. Adopted. Mr. ^err7 
made a vigorona 'ipee9h oiijlakbig tni 
chair. 

Numerous lilatory mottoiM irere in- 
dulged iu, the Clay men wanting an 
adjournment. As neither the oommit- 
tee on credentials nor the one on resolu- 
tions was ready to report the tilibtister- 
lug was kept up for over two hours 
with much disturbance. The commit- 
tee on resdlutious was ready at 0 p. m., 
but delayed its report, awaiting that of 
the . committee on oiedeutiais, which 
was fighting over contests among the 
delegates from Loolsville and Newport. 

Senator Liudsay prepared the major- 
ity report on resolutions, which em- 
braced a atrong honest money plank 
and andoraM Clevehmd and Carhsle bv 
name for their financial policy and ad- 
ministrations. It was signed by nine 
of the 18 members of the committee. 

There were two minority reports, one 
signed by Knea and Ellis for the free 
silver at 10 to I, and the other simply 
reaffirming the platform of 16*J2, signed 
by Clardy and Coulter. 

There wax iuteuse feeling because the 
fight between the Hardin and Clay 
men on seating delegates in the com- 
mittee on credentials delayed the reso- 
lutions and the pi\x:eedings of the con- 
vention, but nothing ouuld be done to- 
ward facilitating business. Several 
huudri d uioiious to adjourn weys voted 
down and the cotiventioii rSBiiaiued 
waiting, although the commSnee on 
credentials, at U p. m., announced that 
it could not report till after midnight. 

Senator Lindsay apd Chairiiuui Berry 
refused to ruport Jno re.solutions or d<* 
anything till tlie reiwrt on credentials 
came iu. 

The committee on credentials closed 
up shortly before midnight uud report- 
ed in favor of [he Hardin delegates iu 
Louisville and \t Newport, when the 
scenes of disorder had a short suspeu- 
siun. 

When the Clay men offered a minor- 
ity report on credentials another lively 
scene was Ix'guu with the usual mo- 
tions for adjournment. 

The Clay men h;ul sent for all ab- 
sentees, some arrived in time to vote 
after midnight on dilatory motions, 
with a view to waiting for others. The 
consideration of the two reports on cre- 
dentials was pending at la. m. with 
little prosiH'cr of conclusion. Mean- 
time no otliet business oouid be brought 
up, and the committee on resolutions 
ruiused to give any of the ihret- reports 
that are ready for presentation and 
which represent the views of the con- 
servatives and silverites, as well as of 
the gold majority. The last named 
have no doubt of their ability to seonre 
tiie adoption of the majority report as 
soon as the (H)Utests are s(>rtled. 

Shortlv 'befoie i o'clo< k the uproar 
and connuiun beoame cuob th4t Chair- 
man Berry'dMlared t^ OOllVMlttoa ad- 
journed. 

The reports on credentials are still 
pending. The Cley men are makiug a 
much more vifofooa fight fur the nomi- 
nation for governor unoe the "sound 
money" men carried the diatriot meet- 
ings and control the convention, as well 
as the committee on resolutions. 

It is stated by some of Hardin's 
friends if the platform ia adopted before 
nominationa are made that Clay may 
be the nominee, and that Hardin maor 
be as amob diMVpoiatad Blaokbwn 
was.

The Marquis of Salisbury hold a con- 
ference early in the morning with 
Right Hon. A. J. Balfour, the Duke of 
Devonshire, Right Hon. .Toseph Cham- 
berlain and others. The outcome of 
this meeting was a hasty visit on the 
part of the marquis to the queen at 
Wind.sor, where, it is assumed, ne pre- 
sented a list of names f or a pnqxwe 1 
new cabinet, and that they were ap- 
proved by her majesty. 

Later in the day theoflScial nnuotuice- 
ment that the Marquis of Salisbury 
bad formally accepted the j^miersaip 
made vacant by the resignation of Lor«l 
Rosebery, wom made in London. This 
news created somewhat of a sensation, 
as it waa believei that under the existing 
clr c mnata nce.s the Tory leader woul i 
hesitate, ^if not decline, to accept the 
premiership. 

The new ministry, aa tar as com- 
ideted and officially aunoanoad, ia aa 
follows: .

It is believed that the Munjuis ./f 
Salisbury before deciding to torm a 
new ministry received aa.-onviicc.s that 
the outgoiiii,' ministry wonUl ,i.>sir,f tlie 
new govcMiiiiHUt m jiassm;,' the e.>:i- 
mates in tiiu ' to enable parliaiut'iit to 
dissolve by .iuiy U). 

The loriis wi-re reluctaut, it is said, 
to tuKe oUice before a new paiUauuMit is 
elected, on the ground that it would 
not bo f,''>od str.uejfy to b<' aet.iaily i:i 
power, and in a mu.isure ri sjion.sililt! oe- 
tore the general election. With the 
Liberals Mill holding ohice the Con- 
servatives could go to discontented 
voters and ask them poiutetUy how 
things could bo different under tiie 
present government, adding if the 
Tories were in power things would ,1k3 
better. But with the Tories actually Hu 
oftltHi they will have to take a share lu 
the voters' mind of responsibility for 
present conditions. 

Both i)arlies profess to be ready for a 
geiieriU election in .July, the out going' 
ministers do not appear greatly dis- 
heai'teued. Lt)rd Rosebery and r^ir 
William Harcourt are particularly 
jaunty and jovial and make it piaiii 
that their release from ottice at this 
time was the thing most to be desired. 

The Irish (leople are taking a great 
interest in the present situation. Justin 
McCarthy has issued a manifesto to th« 
people of Ireland, stating that the de 
feat of the government has placed Ire- 
land's bitterest enemies m ofnoe. "For 
a brief space before the election," the 
manifesto says, "Downing street an<l 
Dublin castle will be occupied by mt a 
pledged to the policy of ooer>ion iu lie 
lana. This defeat was compassed by 
the factionits who still diviuu Ireland 
and by the votes of the CJuuuUirlaius, 
tlie Russells and Other false fiieuds of 
laud reform." 

Advocating the contiuiuuioe of the 
allianoe with the Liberal party is Ire- 
land's only hope of redreas, the mani- 
festo appeals earnestly to Irishmen at 
home and abroad for funds with which 
to fight their enemies in the ooming 
election campaign. 

in an interview John Redmond said 
that it seemed probable that the elec- 
tiona woiUd result in the defeat of the 
Liberal party. The Pumallites had in- 
vited tlie government to dissolve par- 
Uameat wtten the Xitaaral party was 
united. Mr. Gladstone gave the same 
advioe, and be (Redmond) was in a 
poaitiou to assert podtively that ^Ir 
Ghtdstoue resigned becaaae the cabinet 
rejected his advice.

the main baud (jf the Childs' party. 

Oflicial conlii Illation wxs received 
from Havan.i yr.-,ti'rd;iy as to the en- 
gagement between Major (largia Del- 
gado with his ypaiiish command and 
Cassalles' insurgent forces. Cassalles 
and two others were killed and the 
band dispersed. The engagement is 
said to have been sixx'ially important 
because of its locality. It occurred on 
the plantation of San Jose, near Places- 
tes, province of Santa Clara. This is 
the point nearest to Havana that the 
insurgents have reached. There waa 
added feeling over their proximity to 
the capital, because their commander, 
Cassalles, first enlisted in the Cuban 
volunteers iu the service of Spain, ana 
afterward deserted to tiie insurgents. 
His death, it is claimed, will break up 
the operations nearest Havana. 

In view of the developments as to the 
Childs filibustering party it is not im- 
probable that the United States crtiiser 
Kaleigh will turn her attentijm to them. 
She left Key West Monday without an- 
nouncing her destination, and it is ikm- 
siUe she reouived the informatioa 
which now rea ches here.

Ha VARA June 26.— The band of in- 
surgents recently commanded by Major 
Casalles, who deserted the enemy Mrith 
a number of soldiers and who waeaf teir- 
wards killed in the fight at the San Jose 
plantation near Flaoetas, haa been 
broken up and ia in a demoraliied con- 
dition. Twenty-five memben ot the 
baud have surrendered. 

The troops oame upon a band of in- 
surgents iu the La Javaa mountains not 
far from Colorado, and captured 16 Mid- 
dle horses and five carbines. 

The three colimins of troops which 
started on Saturday last from Hougolo 
Songo, province of Santiago de C^iba, 
in the direction of Gran Piedra, in or- 
der to attack tlu' strong positions occu 
pieo by the insurgents in the Sierra 
Maderia, have eucounierod the enemy. 
The columns, consisting of 2,000 men, 
were under OeiMrala Oiioo, Qanda and ] 
Navarro. 

The Navarro column has captured the 
insurgents' position, with their camp, 
arms and ammunition. The insurgents 
lost many dea<l and wounded and are 
being ptirsued in the direction of 
Sibonoy. A'though the place in which 
the insurgent camp and hospital were 
located was thought to be inaccessible, 
only three soldiers were irooadsd ifer- 
iug the engagement. 

Dtoaato Botwoon OomsIs. 

Ki.NQKTON, Jamaica, Juno 2t5.— A dis- 
pute has arisen here between the Ameri- 
can and Spanish (consuls regarding tke 
character of the steamer Bridgeten, 
which put in here iu a half wrecked 
condition, which her captain said woi: 
due to ber having encountered a severe 
storm. She followed close upon the ar- 
rival of the (teorge W. Childs, which is 
alleged to have landed a filibustenng 
expedition in Cuba. The Spanish con- 
sul here alleges that tha Bridgeton ia a 
dlibnsterer. 

WAR VESSELS SENT SOUTH. 

Tbo aonth Atlantlo onU Florida Coast

WAsaiNOTON, June 36.— The secretary 

of the treasury has decided to material- 
ly strengthen the South Atlantic; and 
Florida co;u>t patrol and for that pur- 
pose will probably seud down the rev- 
enue cutters Forward, Morrow and 
Winona 

These cutters will bo assigned to the 
double duty of enforcing the Quaruitine 
laws aj^aiust yellow fever infected ves- 
sels from southern ports, and prevent- 
ing the departure of umt Cnaan fili- 
bustering expeditions. It is thought 
that with these additlona to the naval 
force iu these waters, it will be almost 
impossible for any armed veMel to reach 
a Cuban port.

Pittsburg Post: *The accumulation of 

coal in the harbor an 1 pools is becoming 
a serious problem for the^iver coal ope- 
rators to s<rive, in the face of the proba- 
bilities that there will be no rise until 
fall. Two thirds of June has passed 
away and brought no riae, although the 
"June rise" is a proverb among the river- 
men of the Ohio. While there is no tell- 
ing what may be coming in the shape of 
water, yet it is a fact that with every day 
that passes the chance of getting the 
stock of coal in the Pittsburg rivers to 
market grow leia. There are cases on 
record' where the month of Jime has 
been as dry as this, to be followed by 
heavy rains in July, which furnished 
ample water for ooal boittiig. Stwh sea- 
son, s are the exception and aot the rule; 
and it more frequently happens that 
when the June rise fails to materialise 
there is no steamboatiuK until autumn. 
The amount of coal in the harbor and 
pools is variously estimated all the way 
from 13,000,000 to 16,000,000 bu^ela. 
When all the coal from the third pool 
down to Davis Island I>am is included in 
the estimate it is likely that the guess of 
a prominent official of the Monongahela 
Navigation Company was not far from 
right. He is in a position to give as good 
an estimate as any one, and placed the 
amount at 600,000 tons, or about 15,000,- 
000 bushels."
